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UVic-QA team develops 


A collaborative research and develop¬ 
ment effort which brought together the 
talents of UVic engineers and Queen 
Alexandra Hospital’s Rehabilitation 
Engineering Centre is about to produce 
a computer-monitored, pressure- 
sensitive wheelchair seat which will 
help make the lives of severely disabled 
people healthier and more comfortable. 

The revolutionary system, expected to 
go into commercial production in two to 
three months under a licencing agree¬ 
ment with a private firm, combines two 
discrete elements. The first is the modu¬ 
lar Q A 2 seat, which uses adjustable bot¬ 
tom, back and head cushions to cradle 
the patient. The QA 2, a development of 
hospital engineers’ efforts, is designed 
to help hold patients with severe disabil¬ 
ities, such as paralysis or multiple scle¬ 
rosis, in a comfortable, upright position. 
Its modular design allows it to be slipped 
into the frame of most conventional 
wheelchairs. 

The second innovation, the pressure 
sensor, resembles a thin plastic pillow. 
Developed by Dr. Warren Little of 
UVic’s school of electrical engineering 
and then-Engineering Co-op student 
(now a staff coordinator) Ian Main, the 
pillow contains a grid of 256 electric 
switches, each in its own compartment. 
When air pressure inflates the pillow, 
the contact switches are open; when a 
patient is seated, his or her weight 
pushes some of the switches closed. 

An image of the patient’s seating pres¬ 
sure characteristics is displayed on the 
screen of an IBM-PC computer, enabling 


care-givers to shift patients in order to 
improve posture or avoid health prob¬ 
lems such as bedsores. 

Mark IV model of the pressure seat 
was introduced at the Fourth Interna¬ 
tional Seating Symposium in Van¬ 
couver earlier this month to “a lot of 
interest,” said QA rehabilitation engi¬ 
neer Richard Hannah. While other 
researchers including British and Amer¬ 
ican scientists had similar concepts, 
none was so sophisticated nor so accu¬ 
rate as the QA device. 

Mark V model of the pressure- 
sensitive seat is now in prototype devel¬ 
opment. The university’s involvement 
will continue when one of Little’s Engi¬ 
neering Co-op students is employed this 
summer to develop a more advanced 
monitoring computer software program. 
The researchers are hoping to be able to 
produce comparisons of patients’ seat 
pressure patterns over time to create 
dynamic models which can be used to 
further refine the QA seat and enhance 
patient comfort. 

The QA seating system is mainly 
intended for use in institutions, where a 
single unit can be used to profile and 
correct the seating postures of patient 
populations. Commercial production of 
the units, at a retail cost of about $2,500 
each, is expected to proceed at the rate of 
about 50 units a month. 

With new markets for the seating sys¬ 
tem being sought in eastern Canada and 
the U.S., QA’s Hannah is looking ahead 
to further joint work with UVic students 
and scientists. 


BOG approves 4.26% fee hike 


A 4.26 per cent fee hike for 1988-89 was 
approved by the UVic Board of Gover¬ 
nors at its March 11 meeting. This 
represents an increase of $4 per unit— 
from $94 per unit to $98—and for most 
full-time students will represent an 
increase of $60 per year. 

The increase will bring the 1988-89 
yearly tuition fees to $1,470, compared to 
$1,410 in 1987-88. 

“The proposed increase represents an 
attempt to keep fee rates constant in real 
terms, i.e. to adjust them by the approxi¬ 
mate amount of the annual inflation 
rate in the general economy,” says the 
documentation on the fee increase pre¬ 
pared by Vice President Finance Bob 
McQueen. 

“The increase will also keep our fees in 
line with those at UBC and SFU and in 
the same relative position with the rest 


of Canada,” says McQueen’s statement. 

Four Canadian universities—New 
Brunswick, Waterloo, Dalhousie and 
Ottawa—currently have higher under¬ 
graduate arts and science tuition fees 
than UVic. Comparable fees at SFU are 
$1,410 and at UBC, $1,380. 

More than 20 students attended the 
board meeting in Begbie 159, and a rib¬ 
bon of newsprint draped around three 
walls of the meeting room held written 
appeals that the board hold the line on 
fees. 

Printed forms delivered to the board 
room were signed by nearly 3,000 stu¬ 
dents who urged no fee increase. 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch 
said the fee hike represents only one per 
cent of the budget. “We cannot afford to 
drop any further behind.” 


CFUV broadcasts Question Period 


UVic Radio CFUV has started broad¬ 
casting complete daily coverage of the 
Question Period from the British Colum¬ 
bia Legislature. 

CFUV is the first and so far the only 
station in the province to provide com¬ 
plete daily coverage of the Question 
Period, according to a Feb. 25 news 
release from the station. 

The broadcasts are being made each 


workday the Legislature is in session, 
via a direct line between the Legislative 
Chamber and CFUV’s studios. 

Mondays to Thursdays, Question 
Period is broadcast from 2:45 to 3 p.m. 
and on Fridays from 12:45 to 1 p.m. 

“These broadcast times provide listen¬ 
ers with the most immediate legislative 
coverage available in B.C.,” states the 
news release.

All students expecting to gradu¬ 
ate in May 1988 should pick up an 
information package between 
March 21 and 29, at the Ceremo¬ 
nies Office in Room 106 of the 
Sedgewick Building. 
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Dr. Elaine Limbrick’s critical edition of Fran¬ 
cisco Sanches’s That Nothing Is Known (Quod 
Nihil Scitur) is to be published shortly by Cam¬ 
bridge University Press, in its History of Philo¬ 
sophy and Science series. Francisco Sanches 
was a Portuguese doctor who held the Chairs 
of Philosophy and Medicine at Toulouse Uni¬ 
versity from 1585 to 1623. His important skepti¬ 
cal treatise was a withering attack upon 
Aristotelian logic and science. By its advocacy 
of a new scientific method based upon experi¬ 
mentation and observation, the treatise 
heralded the great advances in philosophical 
and scientific thought of the 17th Century. 
Sanche’s great dream was to write philosophy 
and medicine by the use of a common scientific 
method. Limbrick is also currently preparing, 
for Droz of Geneva, a critical edition of Mon¬ 
taigne’s Agologie de Raimond Sebond, involv¬ 
ing a study of Renaissance theology and 
philosophy,and also a book on the relationship 
between literature and the fine arts in the 
French Renaissance. 


It was a significant occasion when Melinda 
Price, a 1987 UVic Education graduate, was 
issued a teaching certificate Feb. 18. at a brief 
ceremony in Victoria. “This is the first time in 
North America that a teachers’ professional 
agency has certified a teacher,” said B.C. Edu¬ 
cation Minister Tony Brummet. Price worked 
since 1970 to complete the five-year Bachelor 
of Education (Secondary) program, specializ¬ 
ing in Geography and English. Until theTeach- 
ing Profession Act was passed in 1987, it was 
the perogative of the Ministry of Education to 
establish standards related to training, certifi¬ 
cation, discipline and the professional practice 
of teaching. Since the Act was passed and the 
responsibility has been transferred to the Col¬ 
lege, “excellent co-operation has been evi¬ 
dent,” said Brummet. The certificate was is¬ 
sued by Bill Broadley, past president of the 
B.C. Teachers’ Federation who is now teaching 
at Esquimalt Secondary School. 


Dr. J.P. Oleson, Chairman of Classics, has been 
invited to present a lecture at the Smithsonian 
Institution, Washington, D.C., on March 27 
concerning his excavations in the Roman har¬ 
bour of Caesarea. The occasion is the opening 
of the exhibition “King Herod’s Dream: Caesa¬ 
rea on the Sea” which will tour six cities in the 
U.S.A. and Canada over the next two years. 


Dr. Gunter Schaarschmidt (Dept, of Slavonic 
Studies) will present a paper entitled “Assibila- 
tion in Sorbian” at the 33rd Annual Conference 
of the International Linguistic Association in 
New York City, March 19 to 20, 1988. Dr. 
Schaarschmidt has also been chosen, along 
with nine other delegates, to represent Cana¬ 
dian Slavistics at the Tenth International Con¬ 
gress of Slavists in Sofia, Bulgaria, September 
14 to 22,1988.

Van Emden 
awarded 
fellowship 

Dr. Maarten van Emden (Computer 
Science) has been named one of the six 
founding fellows of the B.C. Advanced 
Systems Institute. Three professors 
from the University of British Columbia 
and two from Simon Fraser University 
were also awarded such fellowships, 
valued at $70,000 per year for three 
years. The awards were announced on 
March 8 by the Hon. Frank Oberle, Min¬ 
ister of State for Science and Technol¬ 
ogy, at a reception in Vancouver. 

Van Emden joined the UVic faculty in 
September, 1987. He is an internation¬ 
ally recognized scholar in the field of 
logic programming, a discipline central 
to expert and intelligent systems 
research. His activities are organized 
around Project 4.5, which is considered 
by many to be a more feasible alterna¬ 
tive to the well-known and widely emu¬ 
lated Fifth-Generation Computer 
Systems Project (FGCS) based in Tokyo. 

Project 4.5 aims to develop software 
with the advantages of Fourth Genera¬ 
tion languages, but based on logic pro¬ 
gramming so that both the database 
and the computing components can be 
further developed in ways not allowed 
by the earlier ad hoc approaches. Project 
4.5 aims to develop more congenial inter¬ 
faces to software in an incremental, 
immediately testable way. This is in con¬ 
trast to the FGCS project which relies on 
distant goals in Artificial Intelligence to 
achieve improved ease of use. 

British Columbia's three universities 
are partners in the Advanced Systems 
Institute (ASI), through which they 
cooperate on research in microelectron¬ 
ics, robotics, computer science and artifi¬ 
cial intelligence with a view to 
strengthening the provincial and 
national economies. 

ASI was created through the federal- 
provincial Economic and Regional 
Development Agreement and is funded 
by both governments. Its mission is to 
encourage excellence in fields of stra¬ 
tegic importance to B.C.’s existing 
resource-based and emerging high tech¬ 
nology industries. 

According to the B.C. Advanced Sys¬ 
tems Foundation, “Van Emden’s pres¬ 
ence at the University of Victoria holds 
enormous possibilities both for the uni¬ 
versity and for local industry. The uni¬ 
versity will establish, under Dr. Van 
Emden, a logic programming laboratory 
... Industrial spin-offs from the Depart¬ 
ment are expected to increase dramati¬ 
cally, because logic programming has 
major implications for the growing 
number of expert systems in use in 
industry.” 


At the March 4 Gala Tribute to the Adas- 
kins, Dr. Anthony Welch, Dean of the 
Faculty of Fine Arts, announced that 
The Adaskin Years had been awarded 
two major federal grants. The Cultural 
Initiatives program of the Federal 
Department of Communications has 
granted $50,000 in support of the Adas¬ 
kin Years. In addition, the Social Scien¬ 
ces and Humanities Research Council of 
Canada has awarded $6,500 in order to 
support the Public Conference on Cana¬ 
da's Arts to be held on campus Friday 
and Saturday, March 25 and 26. 

“These two grants will not only assist 
us with some of our costs during the fes¬ 
tival, but will make it possible for us to 
proceed with a half-hour video documen¬ 
tary of the festival and the publication of 
the proceedings of the conference,'' 
explains Welch. 

“Some of the funds have already been 
used to provide colour plates for the cata¬ 
logue of the exhibition of the Adaskin 
art collection at the Maltwood.” 

The conference volume will include 15 
papers delivered by conference partici¬ 
pants — artists and scholars from 
across Canada, including many of the 
major figures who have played key roles 
in Canada's cultural life and policy dur¬ 
ing the past 50 years.

Conference focus is 
on women’s health 
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Charter unequal to task of creating equality —law professor 


The Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms is doing little to correct the 
inequalities suffered by women in Can¬ 
ada, according to Toronto law professor 
Mary Ebert, who visited UVic as a Lans- 
downe Lecturer last week. 

The Charter is unable to protect or 
improve the collective rights of women 
due to its traditionalism of design and 
its individualistic bias, said Ebert on 
March 8, International Women's Day. 

Ebert was a guest of the UVic Law 
Faculty and the topic of her speech was 
“Legal Rights and Wrongs." 

Ebert was a founder of LEAF, the 
Ontario-based women’s legal education 
and action fund, which she claims can 
serve as a model for improving upon the 
structural inequities of the Canadian 
legal and judicial systems. 

The traditionalism and individualis¬ 
tic bias of the Canadian Charter, Ebert 
said, render it a poor vehicle for redress¬ 


ing “longstanding substantive and 
structural inequalities, such as the cur¬ 
rent issue of reproductive rights," as 
well as questions in the areas of finan¬ 
cial equality and social programs. 

She said that due to the control of Can¬ 
adian laws by “a dominant group" there 
has been a routine manufacturing of 
inequality for women." Ebert, who is 
actively involved in testing the applica¬ 
tion of the Charter to women’s issues, 
said that while “the Charter does offer 
some hope," the problem, because it is 
structural in nature, will require “multi¬ 
ple and various actions," political as 
well as legal. 

Ebert also stated there is a need for a 
new way of doing law in the feminist, 
collective model, if change is going to 
occur. She claims it is possible to con¬ 
front the roots of the problem in this 
way. 

She typified two sorts of accommoda¬ 


tion made by women lawyers which 
have subverted their effort to change the 
system: “paying the gatekeeper price" 
and “the argument of merit and 
exceptionality.” 

Paying the gatekeeper price requires 
that the individual make radical 
changes in her personal priorities to 
accommodate the agenda of the domi¬ 
nant group in control of the law system. 

The argument that merit is the sole 
basis of success has been used to reward 
the exceptional individual to the exclu¬ 
sion of the whole class of women. These 
are ways of avoiding the need for struc¬ 
tural change if women as a class are to 
be given equal treatment in Canadian 
society, she said. 

These accommodations have led to the 
slow pace of recognition of collective 
rights of women. This is in contrast to 
the British North American Act which 
was “primarily concerned with group 


rights, religious and linguistic ones," 
she said. 

The “rash of recent counterattacks 
upon gains made by women" as a class 
is evidence of the slowness of the process 
of prejudicial attitudes and stereotyping 
of women by members of the Canadian 
judiciary, she stated. 

By way of remedy, Ebert spoke about 
the work of LEAF in providing an alter¬ 
native model to the male-oriented, indi¬ 
vidualistic bias of the current situation. 
She said that working as it does, LEAF 
can provide a fresh perspective and 
point out the blind spots of the system. 
She indicated that as women increas¬ 
ingly take on positions of responsibility 
in the higher levels of the judiciary, 
there will be improvements to the situa¬ 
tion of women’s rights.

Do you need a map to find the University 
Map Library? 

Map Library Curator June Whitmore 
hopes you don’t, as her facility stocks a 
stunning variety of materials which can 
be invaluable to researchers in all fields. 

In an effort to make the Map Library 
better known, Whitmore and her staff 
circulated a survey to campus faculty 
and administrators this week. “We’re 
hoping to learn just how much our ‘pub¬ 
lic’ knows about the map library and 
what it does," said Whitmore of the sur¬ 
vey. “We are also asking for suggestions 
on how we can improve our service." The 
survey was drawn up by work study 
students. 

The Map Library, a branch of the 
main MacPherson Library, is adminis¬ 
tered by the Geography Department. It 
houses a collection of more than 60,000 
maps, 80,000 air photos and a selection 
of atlases, books and periodicals on geo¬ 
graphy and related subjects such as 
geology, meterology and resource 
management. 

Geography Co-op student, Alex Hele, 
is the assistant curator working the desk 
in the map library this term. She says 
the library sees daily use by a wide cross- 
section of people. Geography students, 
naturally enough, are among the most 
consistent users of the library’s resour¬ 
ces and its study space, but on any given 
day calls may come in for information 
and assistance from just about 
anywhere. 

“We get requests for help from profes¬ 
sors and T.A.s in different departments, 
looking for maps to use as teaching aids; 


we get staff and students asking for 
detailed topographical maps so they can 
plan hiking and boating vacations; and 
we get requests for specific types of the¬ 
matic maps from people who are work¬ 
ing on all sorts of research projects," 
says Hele. 

The core of the library’s map collec¬ 
tion is the National Topographical Ser¬ 
ies of maps, which give a detailed picture 
of the landforms and physical features 
of the country in close-up views. Other 
'maps cover virtually every nation of the 
world, ranging in scale from full-globe 
wall maps to detailed neighborhood 
planning diagrams. A large number are 
devoted to thematic topics meaning they 
show features other than the physical 
landscape—aspects such as popula¬ 
tions, political divisions, mineral resour¬ 
ces, history, or economic factors. 

The Map Library is located in the B 
wing of the Cornett building, and is open 
Mondays to Fridays, 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m.

Barbarism or equality?

I would like to thank Dr. Bryant for setting out 
the problem regarding the misunderstanding 
of the word “chairman.” Pointing out that the 
word “chairman” does not refer exclusively to 
males, Bryant suggests that people believing 
the word to be gender-specific are basing their 
assumption on a false understanding of the 
word’s etymology. “Man” is a generic term ref¬ 
erring to both men and women. In this light, 
“chairman” is a perfectly valid word and it need 
not be replaced by the synthetic expression 
“chair.” Bryant concludes with a flourish, 
insisting that educators should teach people 
who are disturbed by the use of the term “man” 
that the word has sound, non-gender specific 
etymological roots. 

For the information of other eager peda¬ 
gogues, I would suggest that there are many 
words with sound etymological roots. Words 
such as "nigger,” “sop,” and “whore” have 
equally benign meanings. It is evident, how¬ 
ever, that usage, rather than etymology, deter¬ 
mines meaning. Bryant’s ridiculous examples 
regarding the use of the term “chairman” reveal 
a desire to simplify, rather than solve, the very 
complex problem regarding the use of gender- 
specific language. 

No one is likely to utter the statement, “Oh, I 
couldn’t really be a chairman, I’m a woman,” 
(Bryant offers this as an example). One might, 
however, look around and see that the majority 
of chairmen are male, and equate the suffix of 


the word with one’s experience. Are educators 
really prepared to tell a child, “Well Jane, the 
‘man’ in ‘fireman’ doesn’t really have anything 
to do with the fact that most people who fight 
fires are men. ‘Man’ is actually a generic term 
that encompasses all of humanity. Look it up in 
your etymological dictionary, and you’ll see 
what I say is true.” Instead of developing the 
“potential in our language” by drawing on dic¬ 
tionary definitions, Jane will probably look to 
her experience of the world which furnishes 
her with an equally valid interpretation of the 
word “firemen.” She will see for herself that 
most fire-fighters are male. 

I must also challenge Bryant’s claim that 
adopting a new term such as “chair” consti¬ 
tutes an act of “unnecessary barbarism.” 
Whether the act is barbaric depends entirely on 
where you stand. If you are Black, then replac¬ 
ing the use of the word “nigger” with a less 
offensive term is not barbaric. Similarly, if you 
are a woman, and you do not want to be 
referred to with respect to your relation to a 
man (to be addressed either as Miss or Mrs.), 
you can choose to be called “Ms.” Is this barba¬ 
rism? It would seem that one man’s barbarism 
is another woman’s equality.
